BY A GERMAN GENTLEMAN.

M 
ny of the women and girls were beautiful, 
modest looking females, all well dressed, 
fur it is the policy of the owner to have 
them appear well, just as he would rub 
down a horse that he was about to offer 
for sale. The white men would come up 
and examine them to see if they were 
whole and sound in ‘limb and body,’some 
of them forgetting all decency in the ex¬ 
amination, paid no regard to the shrink¬ 
ing modesty of women, but would reiter¬ 
ate the qualities they required, and the 
auctioneer in crying them off, would enu¬ 
merate the personal attractions suited to 
the tastes of the licentious purchaser.— 
Thus kept on until the ‘ ear was pained 
and the heart sick,’ said my informant, 
and I went again into the room before 
mentioned.

TAKE CARE OF YOUR WOODLANDS. 
There are very few things in which farmers ii 


general exhibit such gross waste and want of fore¬ 
thought, as in the treatment, of their woodlands.— 
Dependent as the great majority must always be 
on these for fuel; diminishing rapidly as they 
must be in our climate annually ; a large propor¬ 
tion timbered with trees that do not readily shoot 
up, and will not grow again without some protec¬ 
tion ; we still see the noble trees of our original 
forests as carelessly felled as though they were 
not the growth of centuries, and like Jonah's 
gourd would spring up again in a night. In the 
management of our woodlands, some things are 
deserving of notice, that are too generally entirely 
overlooked. 

The first thing, and it is an indispensable one, 
is, that the woodlands should be well fenced. We 
can never have a growth of young timber, partic¬ 
ularly on lands originally covered with beech and 

It is true thousands of young trees will germinate, 
but so fond are the cattle and sheep of their young 
foliage, that none to which these animals can have 
access will be permitted to grow. It is only after 
a thick growth of underwood, sufficiently tall to 
be beyond the reach of cattle, has been secured, 
lhat any animal should be admitted to the wood 
lots. We have seen a beautiful wood lot on which 
many thousands of thrifty young trees from three 
to five feet iii height were growing, reduced in a 
year or two to the condition of an open wood, and 
the young growth entirely destroyed, by being 


tantityou would have rich milk; it should be 
yellow, or rather a mahogany color ; but you will 
want good teats too to draw tile milk ; large teats, 
not standing close together are a good siirn.— 
These are the most important points. 

As to the form of the cow, you will not choose 
large head and horns, for it costs too much to sup¬ 
port them ; not long legs, to make you hold the 
pail up from the ground, and to require high fen¬ 
ces. Long legs require too much support; they 
are not good even for travelling. Choose short 
legged animals whenever you have the choice, 
whether cows, oxen, horses, or hogs. Choose 
slender.necks and tapering tails; straight backs 
and broad briskets, for such feed better and are 
less liable to disease. The cow's body should be 
large in comparison with her bead and limbs, but 
it is not an object to keep Very large cows or ox¬ 
en, or horses on our farms, as a general rule.—
